High School Foreign Language Study 


Helps Students Succeed In College 


A recently completed study at Louisiana State University supports 
an Auburn professor’s finding that high school foreign language courses 
materially increase students’ chances for college success. 


For several years Dr. Robert B. 
Skelton, API head professor of foreign 
languages, has been’ studying factors 
governing retention in college. He has 
discovered that students with high 
school foreign language credits are 
much more likely to succeed at Auburn 
than that have studied no for- 
eign language, 

Dr. Skelton’s findings apply to all 
curricula—in fact his studies, based on 
a total group of entering freshmen, did 
mot seek to differentiate students in 
the various curricula at Auburn. He 
found that the advantage of foreign 
language held at all intelligence levels 
and, contrary to what might popularly 
be expected, is greatest at the lower 
intelligence levels. 

At the conclusion of a tabulated re- 
Search report published in The Modern 
Language Journal, Dr. Skelton says: 
“. . . Foreign Language preparation is 
advantageous for the upper levels of 
intelligence, more so for the middle 
ranges, but especially valuable for 
those in the lower brackets. Reason 
would bear out such conclusion; the 
more intelligent, possessing greater 
adaptability, are. better able to over- 
come a disadvantage than those less 
favorably endowed.” Dr, Skelton then 
notes that he is referring to the col- 
lege freshman level of intelligence and 
not to that of the general population. 

Dr. Skelton drew his conclusions 
from findings based on studies of 1,647 
entering freshmen. Among these find- 
Ings 


those 


are the following: Of the non- 
foreign language students, 20.8 per 
cent in the upper intelligence level 


dropped out of college; whereas, at 
the same intelligence level only 11.6 
per cent of those with high school 
foreign language credits dropped out. 
In the middle intelligence range, 32.8 


. 


per cent without. foreign language 
credits dropped out of college, but only 
20.7 per cent of those in the same in- 
telligence range with foreign language 
credits left college. In the lower in- 
telligence brackets 53.4 per cent of 
those without foreign language credits 
dropped out, but only 26.7 per cent 
with foreign language credit left col- 
lege. 


Results of the Louisiana State Uni- 
versity study are doubly significant. 
First, the study involved a large group 
— 1,650 — of freshmen, virtually the 
same number involved in Dr. Skelton’s

Among 
his “boys” are M. S. Sloane, former 
president of New York Consolidated 
Edison Company: H. Y. Hall, manager, 
Bellgate Power Plant in New York: H. 
S. Dumas, former executive vice presi- 
dent of American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. and former president of 
Southern Bell Telephone Company; and 
Ben S,. Gilmore, president of Southern 
Bell, to name a few of many. 

In May, 1952, 
Chapter of Eta Kappa Nu, 
fraternity in electrical engineering, 
presented a portrait of Prof. Dunstan 
to the school of Engineering.

study, and it produced very similar re. 
sults. Secondly, Miss Annie L, Miller, 
a member of the L. S. U. Junior Di. 
vision staff and not a member of the 
Foreign Language faculty, made the 
study. 

Dr. Skelton has been concerned that 
his findings might not have the great- 
est possible impact because they ‘tend 
to heighten the prestige of his own 
profession. He candidly admits that, 
“It is just human nature for people 
to suspect a report that enhances the 
significance of the author’s profession. 
I particularly welcome the L. S. U. 
study because it eliminates the danger 
of the Auburn study’s significance be- 
ing under-estimated because af its 
author’s profession.” 

The method used in the L. S. U. 
study varied somewhat from that of 
the Auburn study, but the significant 
results support the same general con- 
clusion, Miss Miller says, “The results 
of the Auburn study have been sub- 
Stantiated, It has been shown that the 
Study of foreign languages in high 
school apparently improves the acade- 
mic standing of college freshmen at 
Louisiana State University.” Then after 
discussing some educators’ reluctance 
to accept the transfer value of foreign 
language study and noting some factors 
not involved in the study, she con. 
cludes, “Nevertheless, there is suffic. 
ient justification for recommending the 
inclusion of foreign languages in a 
college preparatory curriculum not 
only for the sake of learning the lang- 
uage itself but also for its general 
academic value.”

Prof. Dunstan Will Be Remembered

Professor Arthur St. Charles Dunstan is gone but it will be a long, 
long time, if ever, before he is forgotten. On August 6, he was buried 
with honors here within a mile of where he spent his life bringing honor 
to himself, Auburn, Alabama, and the South. 


For at least four reasons, he will be 


happy years I have passed here at Au« 
burn, the splendid young men I have 
known and the fine faculty memberg 
with whom I have been associated. I 
cannot take away the courtesy, consid-« 
eration and kindness I have received 
from both faculty and students.” 

When he came to Auburn, the college 
had 114 students and a faculty of about 
10 members. At that was 
no electrical engineering department, 
At present over 600 are enrolled in elece 
trical engineering. 

During his life, he helped design and 
construct electric plants at Opelika, 
Dothan, Alabama College, Dalton, and 
Fort Valley, Ga. He also made studieg 


time there 


for power plants at Greenville, Wee 
tumpka, Citronelle, Columbia, Thomas 
ville, Demopolis, Eufaula, Uniontown, 
Geneva, Hartford, Slocomb and Newe 
ton. In addition, he served as electrical 
expert for Alabama Power Company, 
Southern Cotton Oil Company, Missis- 
sippi Power Company, Georgia Power 
and Light Company, the Massachusettg 
Cotton Oil Company and General Elece« 
tric Company. 

Along with his other activities Prof, 
Dunstan developed a hobby which 
brought him much interesting work, 


Asked by a Montgomery hospital yvearg 
ago to help find lost radium needles, he 
developed a radium finding instrument 
which he used in recovering over $75,< 
000 worth of the valuable element. 

One hunt for two radium needles af 
Huntington, W. Va., took him into a 
snowstorm on Thanksgiving Day. He 
discovered them in a hospital incineras 
tor. Another case involved pursuit of 
a railroad conductor who had stolen a 
$5,000 package of radium. Although 
convinced of the man’s guilt, Professor 
Dunstan couldn’t prove it. Years aftere 
ward, the conductor, mortally injured 
in a train wreck, confessed the theft 
on his deathbed, 

Prof. Dunstan sometimes obtained une 
expected results from “radium hunts.” 
Once when hunting a single lost needle 
in a large hospital he found five needleg 
in an office desk. They had not been 
lost but forgotten. They were worth 
$5,000 each. 

Prof. Dunstan had a reading knows 
ledge of five languages. Several yearg 
ago when the War Department called 
for men who could speak Polish and 
Russian, several students claiming that 
knowledge were screened by Prof, 
Dunstan. He found that most knew 


nothing whatever of the tongues. One 
wanted credit because his grandmother 
spoke Polish, though he, himself. knew 
no more Polish than the average Amere 
ican |

One morning the man wakes up on the wrong side of the bed with a 
90-plus degree sun already boiling through his bedroom window and 
everything around the house gone haywire.

The Auburn graduate student normally lives in an academic limbo 
from which he can escape only through the medium of research. Under- 
graduates do not accept him wholeheartedly into the student ranks 
because he usually holds a teaching fellowship or an assistantship 
and thus bears certain overt resemblances to the faculty. On the other 
hand, the faculty cannot accept him as a full-fledged member of its 
elite corps because he is, after all, still a student. 


To escape the shadowy confines of his nebulous world, the graduate 
student must first of all pass a certain number of courses with at least 
a B average, but his real passport into the land of status is a thesis (or. 
a dissertation for the doctoral student), acceptably written and ade- 
quately defended before a committee of his superiors. The thesis is the 
culmination of a piece of original research work, the triumphant con- 
clusion of an adventure into a little known or unexplored area of hu- 
man knowledge.

Bobwhite Mortality 


The United States Department of Ag- 
riculture’s fire ant eradication program 
kills more than just fire ants. Sterling 
Clawson found that aerial applications 
of heptachlor and dieldrin killed all, 
or almost all, resident quail on a 3,600 
acre study area in Wilcox County. He 
also learned that insecticide 
caused mortality in re-populating co- 
veys a year after application and thus 
reduction of the

Lovett Williams, Jr., demonstrated 
the feasibility of a wild turkey census 
by the use of field-sign.

However, scientists have not yet dis- 
covered the cause of it. Dr, Shields 
demonstrated that. as suspected, an al-

increases in the presence of the disease. 
To reach this conclusion, he had first 


of all to establish a normal range of 
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concentration of the enzyme. He then 
studied the concentration in the. blood 
and tissue of diseased animals. 

Dr. Shields had a basic research prob- 
lem, but a combination of the results 
of such fundamental studies may lead 
to the discovery of the cause of the di- 
sease, which results in an enlargement 
of leg bone in dogs (of arm and leg in 
humans) and which is usually associ- 
ated with some abnormal lung condition 
such as tuberculosis or a tumor. 


Student Selection Needed 


Doris Reid discovered that half of the 
business graduates of Jordan Vocational 
High School in Columbus, Ga., do not 
use in their jobs the business. training 
that they received in high school. She 
concludes that perhaps the business de- 
partment should be more selective in 
admitting students to.advanced business 
courses, Mrs. Reid recommends using 
student interest, ability, average in pre- 
vious business courses, and. post-grad- 
uation plans as criteria for admission 
to the school’s advanced courses in 
bookkeeping and shorthand. 


Treasury Stock Accounting 


Mary Lou Chandler found reason for 
considerable discontentment with pres- 
ent methods of accounting for treasury 
stock (treasury stock is that which has 
once been issued but has been re- 
acquired by the corporation itself). Her 
findings support a number of recom- 
mendations for new. procedures in the 
acquisition, disposition, and balance 
sheet presentation of treasury stock. 
This is one of her several conclusions: 
“Statements on accounting for treasury 
stock as published by the American In- 
stitute of Certified Public Accountants 
and the American Accounting Associa- 
tion are inadequate. Therefore, this 
writer recommends that the A.1.C.P.A. 
and the A.A.A. appoint a joint com- 
mittee to study treasury stock account- 
ing problems and to issue a statement 
concerning the standardization of ac- 
counting for treasury stock.” 


Distillation Conditions 


Aziz Ahmed Mian, in conducting his 
thesis research, determined the condi- 
tions and principles necessary for a 
new design of more efficient equipment 
to distill an important. chemical sol- 
vent—ethanol-methyl isobutyl ketone. 
His purpose was. to determine what 
temperatures and conditions provide 
the highest concentration of the ketone 
in vapors from a liquid source. and to 
see whether the concentration can be 
accurately predicted by the use of ther- 
modynamic principles. He found that 
his actual and theoretical data were in 
agreement, and thus he coneludes con- 
centration can be reliably predicted by 


theoretical calculations.

Adjusting The Reflective Polariscope—Terrell Montgomery Jones user Birefringent 
Coating to study the effects of stress concentration in the plastic range. His purpose 
was to evaluate the effectiveness of this virtually new method. After applying the 
coating to a tension specimen, Jones placed it in a testing machine, applied stress, 
and studied the results through the polariscope. 


An Unusual Research Instrument—Sterling Clawson found old Ted to be a spirited 
but invaluable assistant in locating the quail on a 3,600 acre study area in Wilcox 
County. Clawson sought to. determine the effects of fire ant eradication upon the 
resident population of quail. 


Treasury Stock—An Asset or Negative Proprietorship?—To begin her thesis re- 
search, Mary Lou Chandler studied the annual reports of 200 American corpora- 
tions, read 70 books on accounting, and surveyed all the past issues of The Account- 
ing Review and The Journal for Accountants. She followed up this work with a 


questionnaire survey of corporations showing treasury stock on thei} 1956 balance 
sheets. Her purpose was to compare actual practices with recom nendations of the 
ccounting proiession. 
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An Approach To Census—Over a period of two years Lovett E. Williams, Jr., 
studied the field-sign of wild turkeys to demonstrate the feasibility 
Sus of the big, shy birds by field-sign alone.

Tradition Affects Economy 


Owen Belcher’s study of the fertiliz- 
ing practices of Alabama farmers re- 
sulted in a number of significant find- 
ings. Perhaps one of the most signifi- 
cant was that tradition governs the 
amount and kind of fertilizer used on a 
large portion of Alabama farms. Des- 
pite plain logic and research findings 
to the contrary, many farmers are re- 
luctant to change practices long estab- 
lished by themselves and their neigh- 
bors.

Horse-Trading Schoolman 
Saves $300,000 On Buses

Because a county school superinten- 
dent has a horse trader’s instinct, the 
state has been saved an estimated 
$300,000 in purchase of school buses. 


State Supt. Frank Stewart said he 
advised all other superintendents to 
cancel their school bus orders and ne- 
gotiate for a price in the neighborhood 
of that paid in Elmore County. 

Ross McQueen ’34, the county super- 
intendent, started his trading at $2,000, 
the lowest price that the county had 
paid previously for any bus. 


By some sharp trading, McQueen 
succeeded in getting the cost lowered 
to $1,900, then $1,542, and finally $1,285. 

Stewart said the previous low price 
paid for a school bus in the state was 
$1,900. He estimated that McQueen’s 
horse-trading resulted indirectly in a 
savings of $300,000 to the taxpayers.
